War Against Mosquitoes Launched

Mother nature, ushering in
the fall season end its accom-
paning cool weather, brings a
promise of relief to residents
who have been plagued all sum-
mer by the ubiquitous insect
— the mosquito.

Health Department experts
working in the field of mos-
quito control are quick in point-
ing out that this is only relief
of a temporary nature and un-
less an organized control pro-
gram is conducted, the mos-
quito problem will undoubtedly
recur next summer, the season
when the mosquito breeding is
miost active.

Dr. K. H. Sutherland, Los
Angeles County Health Officer,
stated “this year the Health
Department has recelved more
citizen complaints regarding

\
mosquitoes than in any prev.
fous years."

“DURING THE month of
August, in the unincorporated
area of the county bounded by
Rosecrans Avenue on the north,
Lomita Boulevard on the south,
Normandie Avenue on the
west, and the Los Angeles
River on the east, more than
150 mosquito complaints were
investigated and processed by
the department’s Bureau of
Sanitation,” he continued.

Findings of these investiga.
tions reveal a mosquito control
problem of such magnitude
that a solution can only be
effected through a total com-
munity action to bring an or-
ganized mosquito control pro-
gram into the area.

In Area by County Health Chief

TOPOGRAPHICALLY an area
of poor drainage having a high |
water table — natural condi- |
tions — aggravated by the re-
cent land developments, which
lack adequate drainage facili-
ties for disposing of waste
water are major factors in the |
current problem. Faulty agri-
cultural irrigation practices
and the use of the waterways

as a public dump for rubbish |

and other debris contribute to
the situation,

Petitions are now being cir-
culated by residents requesting
the Board of Supervisors to an-
nex into one of the mosquito
abatement districts currently
operating near the area.

PROPONENTS of the annex-
ation move point out that to be

|effective a mosquito control
| program must be conducted on '
a year-around basis, under the
| direction of an experienced and
practical mosquito abatement |
expert with a staff of person-|
Inel trained in the techmqueq“
|of eliminating the mosquitoes |
at their source.

Mosquito abatement district
control programs are based on
the knowledge that no mos-
quito ever comes into existence
without water, It then follows
that district activities will be
directed towerd eliminating or
controlling all the water in the
area suitable for mosquito
breeding.

COUNTY FLOOD Control
and Road Department efforts
to eliminating mosquito breed-
ing sources are greatly enhanc-
ed through information pro-
vided by the regular surveys
conducted by the abatement
district personnel.

THEY BREED 'in practically
all sorts of water, fresh and
salt, foul or potable, water in
tin cans, old tires, flower pot
bases, wading pools, fish or
duck ponds, evaporative cool-
ers, and in water that collect
in gutters and along curbs.

Recreational areas may be
made unsuitable, outdoor liv
ing around or within the home
may be interfered with, real
estate values decrease and in-
dustrial productivity of the in-
dividual may be decreased
where the mosquito pest is pre-
valent,

Economic losses alone due to
mosquitoes would amply justi-
fy the cost of mosquito abate-
ment, However, the real value
received from abatement Is in
securing the comfort and wel-
fare of the residents living in
the area.
